Mao Tse-tung 
Communist attacks flare-up 
as Nixon arrives in China 


PEKING (DPI > 
President Nixon in a whirlwind first day in China today 
met for the first time with Chairman Mao Tse-tung and talked three times 
with Prem ier Chou En-lai who publicly declared willingness “to seek 
normalization of relations' between the United States and China. 
Nixon's first day in the ancient city of Peking was climaxed by a gala 
banquet at which ihe President and his wife deftly wielded chopsticks. An 
ensemble of Chinese musicians struck up for them the old-fashioned 
American tunes “ Turkey in the Straw'' and “ Home on the Range1' as well 
as more serious pieces. 
In a welcoming toast to Nixon before the 500 banquet guests in Peking's 
Great Hall of the People. Chou said the President's visit meant that “the 
gate to friendly contacts has been opened ” 
“ And it has become a strong desire of the Chinese and American 
peoples, 
the Chinese leader said, “ to move to promote normalization of 
relations between the two countries and work for the relaxation of tensions."

There were no copies for 
news media, according to council 
executive Sam Clawson because the 
county budget would not allow it. 


Countywide the authors of the 
report suggest that some highly 
urbanized 
areas 
may 
want 
to 
consider incorporation or annexa­ 
tion to cut down on costs and at the 
sa m e 
tim e 
aim 
at 
b e tte r 
governmental service. 


The report generally suggests that 
the cost of government could be 
reduced by the creation of larger 
service 
districts 
to 
absorb 
the 
proliferation 
of smaller districts. 
There is also the suggestion that law 
enforcement facilities and services 
could be merged to serve larger 
areas from central facilities. 


On the Lompoc Valley area, the 
report has this to say: 
The

co m m u n ities 
of 
Lompoc, Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills are evaluated as a 
geographic unit because of their 
proximity 
and 
their 
common 
reliance 
on 
the 
presence

Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Lompoc has its own police and fire 
service 
while 
the 
two 
satellite 
communities 
must 
rely on 
the 
Sheriff, an arrangement that has 
been under fire. 
The 
report 
suggests 
that the 
Lompoc Valley could become more 
metropolitan in character and with 
the 
City 
of 
Lompoc 
as 
the 
geographic and cultural hub 
The report suggests that the two 
satellite communities may want to 
consider some alternative to the 
present reliance on the county, such 
as incorporation or annexation to 
the City of Lompoc 
C ity 
and 
cou n ty 
o ffic ia ls 
emphasized that the report was only 
te n ta tiv e 
and 
th a t 
fu rth e r 
refinement is necessary to develop 
the final recommendations.

British 
begin to get 
coal again 


LONDON (UPI)—Coal deliveries 
to thousands of cold, dank British 
homes resumed today for the first 
time in six weeks, but life was far 
from back to normal. 
Strict power cuts remained in 
effect and the government warned 
householders it could be a month 
before electrical supplies were at 
full power 
“ Bv hook or by crook we are 
getting in every available ton of coal 
from 
all 
sources,’’ 
said 
Arthur 
Hawkins, 
chairman-elect 
of 
the 
Central 
Electricity 
Generating 
Board 
Because of the six-week coal 
miners strike, the supply of fuel to 
electrical power stations was cut 
back, forcing them in turn to reduce 
their output. The result was a 
serious power shortage that closed 
businesses, caused blackouts and 
generally made life difficult all over 
Britain 
Hawkins 
said 
if 
the 
280,000 
striking coal miners vote this week 
to go back to work next Monday as 
their executive has recommended, 
the board could meet all electricity 
demands in three weeks. 
With 
ships, 
trains and trucks 
racing to get coal to homes for the 
first time since the miners' walked 
off their jobs Jan. 9, the Department 
of Trade and Industry took full page 
advertisements in all the national 
newspapers urging consumers to 
economize on their use of electric 
power. 
“The risk to our vital services

and 
economies will be vital for some 
time ... one extra light in each house 
takes the entire output of a large 
power station,’’ the ads said in a 
plea for voluntary restraint.

It was 
not clear whether Chou really hoped 
to go that far now )

Nixon’s arrival at Peking airport at 
11:28 a.m. on a sunny but winter 
chill morning. 
The greeting ceremony at the 
airport, led by Chou, was courteous

mile route into Peking nor on the 
streets of the city as Nixon was 
driven to his living quarters.

which featured 30 items of classic 
Chinese cuisine, including Peking

Chou, wearing a black Mao jacket 
and matching slacks, conducted a 
smiling, affable conversation with 
Nixon and his wife before going to 
the rostrum to deliver his toast. 
He declared that differences of 
ideology between the two countries 
“ could not hinder China and the 
United 
States 
on 
establishing 
normal state relations on the basis 
of the five principles of mutual 
resp ect 
for 
sovereignty 
and 
territorial integrity, mutual non­ 
aggression, non-interference in each 
others internal affairs, equality and 
m utual 
benefits 
and 
peaceful 
coexistence ” 
"Still less should they lead to 
war,” 
the 
73-year-old 
premier 
asserted. 


Nixon, speaking from a prepared 
text as did Chou, also acknowledged 
differences of the two systems of 
government but added: “ There is no 
reason for us to be enemies Neither 
of us seeks domination of the other 
Neither of us wants to dominate the 
other."

“ We go back to stay,” said Mack Smith, for 27 years a registered 
longshoreman in San Francisco. “ I am not satisfied with the contract, but I 
have no choice but go back.” 
The first men back on the docks were “ gear m en,” who worked Sunday to 
prepare machinery for use when most of the 15,000 longshoremen reported 
for work as of the first shift today 
Rank and file members of the International Longshoremen's and 
Warehousemen’s Union voted Saturday with 71 per cent in favor of a 
proposed contract to end the lengthy strike. 
The Pacific Maritime 
Association, representing employers, also ratified the contract 
In Seattle, 53 ships were waiting to be unloaded and reloaded so they can 
go back to sea, while in San Francisco Bay there were 51 ships waiting 
During the strike, grain piled up because farm ers couldn’t ship it, some 
businesses cut back employment, foreign car dealers ran out of cars to sell 
and exporters lost customers to other nations.

Walter Winchell 
dead of cancer at 74

“ Good evening Mr.

Mrs America and all the 
ships at sea Let’s go to 
press.” 
His hat on his head, his 
right 
hand 
triggering 
staccato 
beeps 
on 
a 
noisemaker telegraph key 
beside the microphone, his 
breathless delivery rushing 
through big news and small 
gossip. 
Walter 
Winchell 
needed 
no 
other 
identification 
He brought 
Americans crowding around 
radios from the era of the 
Jazz 
Age 
through 
the 
Korean war 
As the voice of the 1930s 
and 40s, spilling in rapid 
bursts from the cloth grilles 
of woodframe radio sets, 
Winchell was an American 
presence, 
from 
Damon 
Runyon’s gaudy Broadway 
to the debates of the 1950s 
over Communism. 


His column, punctuated 
with dots and dashes and 
sprinkled with the words he 
coined 
called 
“ Winchellisms,” appeared 
at one time in almost 1,000 
newspapers.

“ Viewing the deteriorating world situation, I can only 
regret that I have not been able to complete the task of our 
national recovery at an earlier time,” he told the 1,308

“ Although I am more than willing to continue serving the 
country, I have been in office for a long time and in the light 
of my feeling of regret, I am sincerely requesting that you 
choose a new person of virtue and ability to succeed me as 
president of the country.” , 
Chiang has served three six-year terms as president since 
he and his followers were driven to Taiwan from the 
mainland 23 years ago. 
Chiang referred to a ‘‘series of setbacks” from Taiwan 
during the year. He mentioned Taiwan s ouster from the 
United Nations and an international trend to discontinue 
diplomatic relations with the island government and esta­ 
blish them with Peking. 
Taj wan has refused to renounce the use of force to 
recover China

The timing, some feel, might not be just 
right for county supervisors to consider 
raising their own pay when they meet 
Tuesday in Santa Barbara 
The reason: County Auditor-Controller 
A. T. Eaves, Jr., who minces no words 
when it comes to giving out warnings about 
county spending, will on that day officially 
ask the supervisors to take steps to 
negotiate a $6-million loan 
Suddenly, the county is getting into the 
habit 
of 
making 
million-dollar 
loans, 
something that it hadn’t done up until last 
year, since the depression era of the 1930’s. 
“Our cash position is very poor,' Eaves 
has informed the supervisors “ We request 
you 
authorize 
the 
treasurer 
to 
take 
immediate steps” to make the record loan 
If the county doesn t borrow the $6- 


million. Eaves warned. County treasurer 
Edward 
McMillan 
"would 
have 
no 
alternative hut to begin registering county 
warrants within the next 30days ” 
The veteran auditor, who is retiring at 
the end of February, said he "would hate to 
see that happen 
as it would destroy the 
county's financial stability and credit 
rating.” 
It was explained that registering of 
warrants means that the county would pay 
only bills where it had the cash on hand to 
do so. Other bills would be put to one side 
pending receipt of more county money.

BARCELONA - (NEA) - 
There’s a lot of sheep’s cloth­ 
ing in Spain even if there 
aren’t any wolves wearing it. 
And the colors, textures and 
designs of these leather fash­ 
ions boggle the mind. 


This country of great cli­ 
matic changes, a rural and 
mountainous l a n d , has al­ 
ways been a favorable field 
tor stock farming. And since 
the 12th century has had a 
confraternity and guild of 
tanners, 
shoemakers 
a n d 
glovers. 


Today the export of leather 
and leather fashions is one of 
its biggest industries 
And 
the whole procedure, from 
the feeding of the sheep to 
the cut of the coat, has been 
pinned down to a science. 


For example, there is an 
organization called Fropiel. 
It's comprised of firms with 
different but complimentary 
programs — from shearing, 
pickling, tanning and dyeing

Scholarly J o s e M. Sans

"1 am given the privilege 
of removing books from the 
archives for one hour at a 
time — old and valued books 
that no one else can remove.

For a paternalistic touch, 
how’s this: “The firm has 
instituted a savings plan for 
employes to build homes on 
retirement," S a n s Ferran 
said.

sheep. When the wool is not 
good, the leather is — and 
vice versa. And there are 
two kinds of tanning process­ 
es — vegetable and mineral. 
Vegetable tanning gets the 
skin strong and is used for 
bags, shoe soles and any­ 
thing that doesn’t require 
flexibility. Mineral tanneries 
make skins with elasticity 
and these are used for gar­ 
ments. 


The Colomer tannery has 
23 people just doing labor­ 
atory research work on what 
can be done with leather. 
And these people are subsi­ 
dized by the government. 


“To prove our technical 
achievement in the use of 
leather," 
Andres 
Colomer 
said, “when there is a world 
congress regarding leather, 
the first invitation comes to 
Spain. 


“At the last 
Modeurope 
Congress,” he added, “where 
the colors that will go into 
all leathers are selected, four 
colors w e r e chosen from 
Spain — and all four were 
ours.”

The all-time record payout by farm ers mutuals and stock 
companies followed devasting hailstorms which took an 
average 73 4 per cent of written premiums, the bureau said. 
In 1971, premiums totaling $122,865,024 were written and 
$90,198.697 were paid out in damages, the bureau said. 


Wheat, soylx*ans, tobacco, corn, gram sorgnum, barley 
and oats were the principal crops destroyed, but fruits, 
vegetables and cotton also figured in the losses, the bureau 
said 


The states where losses exceeded premiums collected 
were Arkansas. California, tieorgia, Kansas. Kentucky. 
Oklahoma. FVnnsylvania, South Carolina and Vermont.

All states and the District 
of Columbia license practical 
nurses. Usually only candi­ 
dates who have passed an

are 
licensed. 
Generally at least two years 
of high school must be com­ 
pleted to enroll in practical 
nursing courses. 
Related questions from

careers as hospital attend­ 
ants. and here. too. BLS pro­ 
jects an identical growth 
rate of 87.5 per cent.

'Wise and great' 


“Treacherous in private friendship and a 
hypocrite in public life” was the verdict of 
one eminent American. 
Thomas Paine, pamphleteer and patriot, 
was delivering what he probably sincerely 
believed to be final judgment on George 
Washington. 


That the first chief executive was the 
target of scathing attack in his own time is 
a 
fact 
of 
American 
history 
largely 
forgotten by all but historians. But fact 
nonetheless. Political hatchetmen of any 
time would be hard put to match the abuse 
heaped 
upon 
the 
least 
political 
of 
presidents. 
Washington himself, writing in the last 
year 
of 
his 
presidency 
to 
Thomas 
Jefferson, complained that the partisan 
press 
referred 
to 
him 
in 
‘‘such 
exaggerated and indecent terms as could 
scarcely be applied to a Nero, a notorious 
defaulter, or even a common pickpocket.' 


Yet the Washington reputation not only 
survived, it has grown through the years. 
While the debunking school of historians 
has been industriously cutting down to size 
other greats of America s early years, 
recognition of Washington’s indispensable 
contributions to the fledgling nation has 
become clearer, respect greater. 
Why? He certainly lacked the intellec­ 
tual brilliance of Jefferson, the political 
and economic genius of Hamilton. He was 
not a great speaker or writer, not one to 
fire men with his words. He would be 
considered dull, unimaginative today. Why 
should this sober, even stuffv, countrv

gentleman be revered as have few other 
presidents? 
It 
is 
simply 
that 
because 
without 
Washington there would have been no 
country, no subsequent presidents. 
At the end of the Revolution, whatever 
discipline and unity had been forged by the 
war utterly collapsed. Political confusion, 
economic chaos, even armed rebellion 
followed victory. 
Washington, 
who 
had 
been 
the 
indispensable 
general 
in 
winning 
independence in war, was now to be the 
indispensible civilian 
in securing 
that 
independence in peace — both as a prime 
mover of the Constitutional Convention 
that established the framework of the new 
nation and as its first president. 
Washington, the military hero enjoying 
the gratitude of his countrymen, knew he 
had far more to lose than to gain by 
entering the political arena. 
Yet no ideal moved him so deeply as 
national unity. 
And 
by accepting 
the 
challenge, 
with 
the 
calumny 
that 
inevitably followed, he, more than anyone 
else, maintained unity during the crucial 
early years, doing so by sheer force of 
person and character. 
The service to the nation of the man who 
always thought of himself as president of 
all the people, who was president of the 
entire United States as none to follow 
could hope to be, cannot be debunked. 
Jefferson, 
not 
Paine, 
delivered 
the 
judgment that was to be history’s. 
‘‘He was, in every sense of the words, a 
wise, a good and a great man.”

Lompoc’s 
Paul 
Yenny 
isn’t 
connected with Ralph Nader in any 
way. He's in business to move pizza 
— sold seven miles of it so far. But 
he halves his fleet’s running cost per 
mile, doubles to triples his spark 
plug, oil and engine life, eliminates 
carburetor repairs and hauls down 
his vehicle's pollutant emissions by 
at least 50 per cent in the process 
We aren't in the smog belt here, 
true, 
but 
there 
are 
red 
eyed 
veterans from the south who will 
suggest that Los Angeles should 
have had their air in mind all along. 
The idea is to burn propane gas, a 
liquid petroleum gas, instead of 
gasoline Any car or truck can be' 
converted and the new fuel pays its 
own way. It’s advantages for in town 
delivery fleets, including municipal 
fleets, are imposing and it’s not just 
the gas companies or Yenny that say 
so. 


The Automobile Club of Southern 
California investigated the fuel and 
they say so. The California State 
Division 
of 
Highways 
describes 
their own propane experiment in a 
memorandum 
that 
would 
prove 
absorbing 
reading 
to 
our 
city 
councilmen 
now 
that 
they’ve 
allotted over $95,000 for new city 
vehicles. This writer will loan his

In 1970 the state had 10 vehicles, 
some with mileage already exceed­ 
ing 40,000, converted to propane for 
a six month cost-emission study. 
They liked the fuel so much that 
they stayed with it after the trial.

gas to dry) and a tank, all of which 
can be used on any vehicle and 
reinstalled on new vehicles. 
Since propane, like leadless gas, 
contains no lead and bums hot, an 
additional $200 per heavy duty V-8 
engine 
goes 
for 
installing 
hard 
valves, seats and combustion rings 
that wont bum. 


But it's all downhill after the first 
bite. At a steady 110 octane, propane 
was found by Yenny and the State to 
deliver comparable m ileage per 
gallon as gasoline, though 10 less 
horsepower. Yenny buys propane 
locally for 19.6 cents per gallon The 
state in Los Angeles got it for 13 
cents a gallon Everyone knows that 
the average for gasoline is higher 
than that. 


Propane 
fueled 
vehicles 
were 
exempted from a 6 cent per gallon 
state motor fuel tax when, upon the 
passage of AB 1848, the industry 
convinced 
state 
scientists 
that 
propane converted vehicles do not 
exceed California's 1974 emission 
maximums. 


At the end of the trial period, the 
state reported a 17 cent per mile 
operating 
cost 
with 
propane 
compared to a 22 cent per m ile tab 
for their gasoline fueled vehicles. 
The propane figure was still high 
because, at that time they were 
paying the 6 cent motor fuel tax 
As for maintenance, there are no 
additives in propane, so cylinder 
walls don’t become varnished or oil 
broken down. Sparkplugs last twice 
to three times longer, according to 
the 
state. 
Burning 
much 
more 
completely than gasoline, propane 
leaves minimal carbon and sludge 
built up in engines. This factor is an 
especially economic one in engine of 
delivery trucks or patrol cars that 
idle much of the time.

The conclusions to the argument 
with ourself on growing a beard or 
not growing a beard boils down to 
one fact: if we ever grow a beard, it 
will not be because we think we will 
look attractive in a beard, it will 
simply be because shaving is a 
waste of time. 
We re backed up in this conclusion 
by Dr. Herman Mescon, professor 
and chairman of the Department of 
Dermatology at Boston University 
School of Medicine.

In his 55 or so years of shaving, 
the average man will spend roughly 
3,350 hours, or 139 days, looking at 
his puss i the mirror while hewing 
his daily growth of about 0.17 of an 
inch of hair (roughly one-half inch a 
month t Dr Mescon states. 
Honestly, however, even though 
we consider shaving a waste of 
tim e, we will not grow the beard. At 
the rate of 0.17 inches of hair a 
month, we would have to go through 
far too much misery to even get it 
started. 
But we still wonder why men ever 
started shaving especially back in 
the dark ages before stainless steel 
blades or electric razors or scented, 
medicated shaving creams.
